ORDER 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 128 of the States Reorganisation 
Act, 1956 (37 of 1956), the President hereby makes the following Order namely.— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the States Reorganisation (Removal of 
Difflculties) Order No. 2. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. The reports of the Comptroller and Auditor General of India referred to in 
article 151 of the Constitution relating to the accounts of the Part C State specified 
in column (1) of the table below in respect of any period prior to the 1st 
November, 1958, shall be submitted to the Governor of the State specified in the 
corresponding entry in column (2) thereof, who shall cause them to be laid before 
the Legislature of that State.
